More Refunds 
on Farm Gas 
Allowed 


; Little Rock, Feb. 24 — 
Iff).—The 


Arkansas senate has authorized a 
four and one-half cents per gal- 
lon tax refund on all gasoline used 
in farm • work. 


Originally proposed by Governor 


McMath and assured of his sig- 
nature, the bill still must pass the 
house. If it does, it will become ef- 
tective April 1. 


Refunds up to a total of $2,600,000 


annually are authorized on all gas- 
oline used for purely agricultural 
purposes. If all claims could not 
be paid, the total available would 
be pro-rated among claimants. 


The senate rejected 23-5 an ad- 


ministration-sponsored 
measure 
which would have required old age 
pensioners to execute to the state 
a lien on any property they owned. 


Thirteen budget bills were 
ap- 
proved, among them one of $9,186,- 
870 annually for the next two years 
to pay principal and interest on 
highway bonds — both issues al- 
ready outstanding and those con- 
templated 
under 
Governor 
Mc- 
Math's current program. Another 
appropriation of $7,999,000, was for 
highway maintenance. 


Sen. 
Ellis Fagan, Little Rock, 
amended his own bill on local op- 
tion liquor elections. The original 
bill would have required such elec- 
tions in every county along with 
the biennial general elections. The 
amendment would confine local op- 
tion elections to biennial general 
election dates, but would still re- ' 
quire authorizing petitions as at 
present. The liquor elections would 
not be mandatory. In its present 
form the amended bill is similar to 
an initiated measure defeated in 
ths 1948 general election.

Vatican Has 
Espionage Ring 


Sofia, Feb. 24 —(UP)— Bulgar- 
ian Foreign Minister Vasil Kolarov 
charged today that the 
Vatican 


maintained a 
clerical 
espionage 


ring in Eastern Europe and forced 
its members to spy on and betray 
their mother countries. 


Kolarov said In a statement-sup- 


porting the so-called "cults bill" 
that it would safeguard the'•• Bul- 
garian clergy from 
pressure-- to 


iisclose state secrets. 


"The 
epoch 
of 
Jesuitism is 
past," said the Communist minis- 
ter who doubles as deputy pre- 
mier. 


The foreign minister's statement 


was made in a parliament shortly 
after the Bulgarian government is- 
sued a 55-page booklet 
charging 


that 15 evangelical 
(Protestant) 


ministers had' ben "caught red- 
handed" in a vast spy ring "deftly 
manipulated from abroad." 
The 


clergymen were arrested last De- 
cember. 


The ministers, who have been 
accused of treason, espionage and 
black-market currency deals, go on 
trial Friday. The charges against 
them are similar to those on which 
Joseph Cardinal Mindszcnty was 
convicted and sentenced 
to 
life 
imprisonment in Hungary. 


The foreign minister said 
that 
the cults bill would 
require 
all 


church servants with headquarters 
abroad to have government "per- 
mission" before performing church 
duties. 


"Bulgaria has responsible peo- 
ple's 
authority," 
Kolarov said. 
"That's why no church 
servant 
appointed by an organization head- 
quartered abroad can assume his 
functions if he has not duly 
re- 
ceived permission from Bulgarian 
authorities." 


He accused missionaries of pav- 


ing the way for "captialistic con- 
quests" in Asia and Africa. He said 
the "merchants and army gener- 
als" followed the missionaries into 
a country.

Brodd Housing 
Bill Passes 
Committee 
Washington, Feb. 24 — (#•)— The 
senate banking, conamittee 
today 


approved a broad multi-billion fed- 
eral housing bill, 9 to 3. It is to be 
introduced in the senate tomorrow 
as a bipartisan measure. 


The action was announced 
by 


Chairman Maybank (D-SC) follow- 
ing a closed door meeting of the 
committee.

Senators 
Brickcr (R-Ohio), Cain (R-Wash) 
and 
Robertson 
(D-Va) 
voted 
against the bill. 


The committee 
also 
smacked 


down, 10 to 2, an amendment by 
Bricker to require that there be no 
segregation or discrimination 
in 
the public housing projects which 
the bill,authorizes. 


For the moment' at-least, that 
action headed off a threat that the 
measure might bog down in a civil 
rights fight. 


Maybank told reporters Bricker 
intended to bring the amendment 
up on the floor, however, and that 
he had asked for a "record vote" 
in committee so that there would 
be no misunderstanding as to how 
senators had voted.

held by the army. 


The leader of the spy ring, ac- 


cording to the 
confessions, 
was 


Theodore 
Sziendielorz, 
33, 'the 
No. 1 defendant. He worked 
for 


Polish intelligence during the war, 
and was sentenced to life imprison- 
ment by a German people's court. 
..Sziendielorz, stocky and swarthy, 
related in his'confession'that 
he 
was drafted 'for intelligence work 
against the American 
occupation 


forces by a Captain Ka.mien of 
Polish intelligence in Bi'cslau. •

"This police officer accused me 


of being a reactinary becaus 1 
'had not reported to the Polish se- 
cret service for work," his confes- 
sion said.

The president laughed with re- 
porters during questioning about 
the salty language he used

Vaughan, his military aide. 


Mr. Truman said then he wasn't 


going to let any "S. O. B." tell 
him what government officials he 
should fire or hire. He spoke in 
defense of Vaughan, who had been 
criticized by Radio 
Commentator 


Drew Pearson for accepting a doc- 
oration from the Argentine gov- 
rnment. 
A reporter wanted to know today 


what reaction he had received to 
the talk. Without amplifying, Mr. 
Truman replied the reaction was 
very satisfactory to him. 


At one point during the 
news 


onference. Mr. Truman suggested 
that maybe President Peron of Ar- 
gentina and Pearson 
may 
have 


nominated themselves for the 1940 
!obol peace prize. 
This came about when one news- 
man asked if either Peron or Pear- 
son had been nominated for the 
prize by the government. 


Mr. Truman 
said flatly they 
were not. 


Then he added, probably they 
were nominated by themselves. 


Peron and Pearson are among 


individuals and institutions pro- 
posed for the award in a list an- 
nounced by the Nobel committee of 
the Norwegian parliament at Oslo. 


Before the conference, a report- 
er handed the president a copy of 
page one o£ 
today's Washington 


Daily News devoted to a cartoon 
showing a man biting a dog. The 
caption in big type was "News!" 


Mr. Truman commented that it 
was a good strong bite. 


He laughed heartily again when 
a reporter told him that some of 
his colleagues were asking if 
he 
might get a "doctor of letters" de- 
gree from Rollins college in Flor- 
ida as a result of the speech Mr. 
Truman is to receive 
a degree 


from the school when he goes to 
Florida for a vacation next month. 
The president smilingly observed

Dr. Magnuson, who is on leave 


from Northwestern university, em- 
phasized to newsmen that the plan 
is his own idea and is not a Vet- 
erans' Administration proposal. He 
said he has discussed it with many 
noted physicians and surgeons who 
have informally approved it.

"The first thing I do when I 


enter the courtroom," Judge Cunc- 
ingham told a reporter, "is to ask 
if anyone present feels a 
recon- 


ciliation is possible. Some 
times 


the wife, some times the husband, 
and often an attorney will say yes. 
"Then I call the couple and their 
attorneys into my chambers for a 
conference. Parents of the couple 
are not admitted. I can tell with- 
in 15 minutes whether the couple 
can be reconciled. 


"If the chances look good; I ex- 


plain what will happen if they pro- 
ceed with their divorce. I tell the 
wife that she probably will marry 
again and that her second hus- 
band is bound to be jealous of the 
children of her first husband. 


"I tell the husband his next wife 
will resent his having to pay ali- 
mony. I point out that if he is hav- 
ing money troubles now, they will 
be much greater with two house- 
holds to support. 


"It's surprising the number of 


couples — especially young ones— 
who don't realize the difficulties 
and troubles resulting from 
di- 


vprce. And it's amazing the trivial 
things that sUirt arguments which 
end in divorce." 


The jurist, who has three chil- 


dren of his own, stresses the hard- 
ships divorce brings to youngsters.

Get Break 
in Army 


Washington. Feb. 22 — W) —The 
army treats its recruits better than 
it does its generals. 
| 


That, at least, is the conclusion 


of Lawrence H. Whiting member 
of a civilian commission appoint- 
ed to study military pay and pen- 
sions. 


He told a house armed services 


subcommittee today that the re- 
cruit is paid more than he could 
get in civilian life, but the general 
gets much less. 


Whiting, a Chicago business man, 


testified in support of a bill 
to 


raise pay an average of 14 per 
cent for the army, air force, navy, 
marines, coast guard, public health 
service and coast and geodetic sur- 
vey. 


The proposed increases range 


from 3.03 per cent for the lowest 
enlisted grades to 49.58 per cent 
for brigadier generals and officers 
of equivalent rank in the other 
services. 


Whiting said the commission es- 
timates that a man entering mil- 
itary service draws the equivalent 
of $183 a month in pay, food, 
clothing and shelter. 


'•This is more than he could gat 
anywhere in industry for the same 
responsibility 
and 
experience," 
Whiting said. 


On the other hand, the general 


faces a salary ceiling 
of 
about 


$15,000 a year, he continued, while 
a man doing a similar job in pri- 


vate business or industry is under 
no ceiling at all. 


Whiting said the commission be- 


lieves a raise will be necessary if 
a military career is to attract the 
kind of men the nation needs in 
its armed forces.

Honus Wagner, baseball's peren- 
nial who turns 75 tomorrow, de- 
fied the ghosts of yesteryear today 
by saying modern pitchers are just 
as good as the famed old-timers. 
But the all-time shortstop, who 
recently signed his 38th baseball 
contract, 35 of them with the Pitts- 
burgh Pirates, slyly admitted wish- 
ing he was young enough to take a 
good cut at one of today's pitches. 
The "Flying 
Dutchman," who 


was one of the first choices for 
Baseball's Hall of Fame because 
or his historic record with 
the 
Pittsburgh Pirates, 
doesn't sub- 


scribe to the belief that pitchers of 
his day were better than present 
hurlers. 


"In those days pitchers didn't 
have to work with the lively ball. 
The hall was pretty dead and they 
could rest between pitches. They 
didn't have to keep throwing fast 
balls like they do today," he saic|,
